FALL SOWINGS 
NEED CAUTION 


W hile all hardy annual*, which 
survive frosts in the spring, can be 
sown in the fall without danger of 
injury by freezing, there are other 
hazards 
connected 
with 
w inter 
which require th at fall sowing be 
done with caution. 
Seeds or 
seedling 
plants 
may 
drown in locations where water fails 
to drain of! promptly; they may , 
be washed out of the soil by heavy 
rains, or decay In soil th a t rem ains 
wet too long. W herever several a n ­ 
nals 
commonly 
seen themselves, 
conditions are likely to be favorable 
for other 
varieties. 
In 
a garden 
w here no annuals selfseed, it will be 
prudent to prepare a special bed 
for fall sowing, with 
the 
surface 
raised several inches to insure good 
drainage, 
and 
surrounded 
by a 
wooden curb several Inches high, to 
prevent rains washing over it. 
Needs ( ool Weather 
No. I candidate for fall sowing, is 
the annual larkspur. This is a flower 
th at takes a long time to germ inate, 
and dem ands cool weather In which 
to do it. It is so hardy that when it 
drops seed in a favorable place, its 
tiny seedlings develop in the fall 
and live through the most severe 
winters unharm ed. If possible, seed 
.should be sown in the place where 
the flowers are wanted, since it Is 
seldom practical to transplant this 
subject. 
Shirley poppies, calliopsis candy­ 
tuft. cosmos, the fragrant nicotiana, 
and all colors of bachelor buttons 
are as hardy as oaks, and will grow 
from 
fall 
sown seed unless de­ 
stroyed by one of the special win­ 
ter hazards which have been m en­ 
tioned. These also are seldom tra n s­ 
planted. Since they grow w ithout 
difficulty 
from spring sown seed, 
there is not the same need for fall 
sowing th a t exists with the annual 
larkspur, but plants from fall sow­ 
ing give 
flowers 
earlier, and are

Avoid W aste Of Fuel W ood 
In normal years about. 40 per 
cent of all timber removed from our 
forests is used as fuel. This m eans 
th a t more and more care is w ar­ 
ranted in choosing tim ber for use 
In heating and cooking, as .supplies 
dwindle and demands m ount for 
lum ber to meet building and other 
m anufacturing needs. 
Wood has certain distinct ad v an t­ 
ages over other forms of fuel which 
easily keeps It to the front am ong 
fuels. It Is comparatively clean and 
free from disagreeable dust; it pro­ 
duces little smoke and soot when 
properly burned. A cord of h a rd ­ 
wood produces only about 60 pounds 
of ashes as compared with 200 to 300 
pounds of ashes from a ton of hard 
coal. Too, wood ashes are valuable 
for fertilizing purposes. T hen also. 


in terms of sentim ental value wood 
burning in a fireplace can scarcely 
be estimated In com parison with 
coal. There Is a wholesome sense 
of security from 
a long 
rick of 
wood along the garden fence in 
late fall which is not present in a 
bin of winter-stored coal. 
But these 
advantages 
of wood 


the large number of indispensable 
articles manufactured from wood. In 
most farm woodlots there is plenty | 
of suitable timber for fuel which can­ 
not be used tor these other pur­ 
pose*—crooked and crowding trees, I 
dead and dying .specimens, tops and i 
knotty portions of trunks, and in- j 
ferior species. Too, mill wastes as | 
well as forest wastes should be used 
as fuel. Even sawdust can now be 
pressed into usable fuel bricks. 
One 
cord 
of 
the heavier h ard ­ 
woods equals in heating value a ton 
of high grade coal or 200 gallons of 
domestic 
fuel 
oil. These 
Include 
hickory, oak. 
beech, sweet birch. 
hard m aple, elm, locust and long- 
leaf pine. But of course, these are 
the saute species which arc In great­ 
est dem and to meet our national 
housing needs. 
About two cords of the softer 
woods—poplar, catalpa, cypress, lin­ 
den. spruce and white pine -are re­ 
hung 
like 
responsibilities. 
True, i qUjretj to equal the heating value 
of a cord of the named hardwood 
when a ton of coal is m ined and 
consumed it Is gone and Its con­ 
sumption means one ton less of the 
world’s decltnig supply. B ut when a 
cord of fuel wood is burned the 
world's supply need not be lowered 
lf farm ers take care to plant and 
protect trees for replacem ent pur­ 
poses. 
It Is never wise or economical to 
use timber for fuel which can be 
utilized for building roles, posts and 


Although no set of rules will apply 
in every situation, forestry authori­ 
ties recomm end eight general classes 
of tim ber to be cut and used for 
fuel: 
1. Tops, large limbs and other 
logging or cutting wastes. 
2, Dead trees, down or standing, 
sound enough for fuel. 
3 
Diseased 
or 
insect-inf est cd 


trees or those likely to fall victims to 
local epidemics and Infestations. 
40. Hardwoods of bushy form with 
boles unsuited for sawlogs. 
5. Crooked or broken trees. 
6. Trees overtopped or .stunted by 
neighboring trees and unlikely to a t­ 
tain saw-tlrnber size. 
7. “ Wolf” trees—large crowns and 
taking up space which should be 
better utilized by better tim ber spec­ 
imens. 
8. Species not In demand for lum ­ 
ber, [Hiles, posts, ties, pulpwood, etc., 
especially lf they are interfering 
with the growth of more valuable 
trees.

Rows of hardy annuals 
suitable for cut flowers may be sown 
in the vegetable plot, after it has 
been spaded this fall. 
In sections where a brie! spring 
cuts short the flowering season of 
sweet pears, earlier flowers and a 
longer season can be obtained by 
fall sowing, taking precautions as 
•suggested against decay in damp soil. 
By covering the ground with a light 
mulch of leaves, straw or sim ilar 
substance, after it has frozen, win­ 
ter thaw s may be prevented, which 
might otherwise cause injury. 
O ther annuals which are success­ 
fully fall sown include snapdragons, 
cynoglossum. hardy pinks, California 
poppy, nigella and petunia.
